Purpose 


The purpose of the County College in Wisconsin is to prepare 
elementary teachers for the public schools of the state. The 
teacher training program is directed toward that of preparing 
students for specific grade levels of teaching. The college at- 
tempts, during the two-year program, to determine at what level 
the student shows interest and ability to teach. The program is 
then directed toward that goal. 


Admission Requirements 


Any graduate of an approved high school is eligible for ad- 
mission. It is desirable that applicants be in the upper half of 
their graduating class and be emotionally and physically well 
suited for the profession. All students are required to take 
achievement tests after the opening of school in the fall. High 
school transcripts must be submitted at the time the application 
is made. 


Tuition 

No tuition is charged students from Door and Kewaunee 
Counties. Students coming from other counties have their tuition 
paid by the county from which they come. 


Registration Fee 


All students are required to pay an annual $70.00 registra- 
tion fee at the beginning of the school term. This fee includes 
book rental and other incidental fees for use of school equipment 
and school activities. 


Living Accommodations 


Our dormitory provides housing for approximately 30 women 
students. Cost to dormitory residents is $15.00 per week of five 
days. Dormitory facilities are excellent with a full time matron 
and cook in charge. There are many opportunities for social 
growth and development for those who reside at the dormitory. 
Most dormitory affairs are under the control of student self- 
government. Some of the rules of conduct and policies are set by 
the administration. Men students readily find rooms in the vi- 
cinity of the school and unless there is overcrowding at the dor- 
ze they may be able to get meals there at a nominal cost per 

ay. 


Extra Curricular 


Both men and women participate in basketball, volleyball 
with other county colleges and surrounding high schools. Parties, 
frames, picnics, dinners, hikes, excursions and dances furnish am- 
ple opportunity for the development of a spirit of good fellowship 
and recreation. 
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Advanced Credit 


Credits earned in Door-Kewaunee Countv College are trans- 
ferable to anv of the state colleges with full credit toward a de- 
gree in Elementary Education. Advance credit may be earned by 
graduates either by attending summer sessions or taking exten- 
sion work which is offered by the colleges. 


Laboratory School — 


The elementary laboratory school was completed in the sum- 
mer of 1956. This department of the college is the center of all 
student teaching on campus. All college students in good academic 
standing are required to do practice teaching in the four major 
academic areas: Reading, Language Arts, Social Sciences and 
Arithmetic. 

In addition to teaching in the laboratory school all students 
do cadet teaching in elementary schools in the surrounding 
counties.

Description of Courses 


FRESHMAN YEAR — FIRST SEMESTER 


Elementary Education 

A study of the objectives, principles, and practices of ele- 
mentary education which concern the activities of the 
teacher as a director of the learning process and as a guide to 
pupil growth and development. Includes: purposes of educa- 
tion, teacher-pupil planning, pupil activities, grading and 
reporting, teaching procedures and techniques, construction 
of resource units and teaching units. Acquaintance is offered 


‘with various teaching units—including audio-visual mate- 


rials generally available in the modern elementary school. 


Reading Techniques 

The teaching of reading in the elementary grades, with em- 
phasis upon History and Psychology of reading, reading 
readiness, reading objectives, structural and phonetic analy- 
sis, kinds of reading, current practices in the teaching of 
reading. 

Physical Geography 

This course provides an intensive study of the features of 
the earth's structure, solar system, tools for the study of 
geography, the physical setting, climatic regions, climate 
controls, land forms, the earth's waters, measurement of 
latitude and longitude, time, natural vegetation, animal life, 
soil formations, and distribution. 


English Composition 

A basic course in communication, written and oral. Empha- 
sis is placed on grammar, sentence and paragraph structure, 
note taking, outlining, organization and procedure used in 
research papers, and the development of poise and voice con- 
trol in oral communication. 


Library Science 

Care and management of the elementary library, selection 
and ordering of books, library procedures—accessioning and 
cataloging of books and audio-visual materials. One hour of 
practice per week is required in addition to classes. 


Mathematics for Teachers 

Historical background, systems of notation, bases other than 
ten, short methods of working and checking, fundamentals 
of arithmetic—includes work in whole numbers, fractions, 
decimals, percentage, metric system, denominate numbers, 
ratio and proportion, simple equations, banking, taxation, 
square root, basic geometry, and graphs. 


Music Fundamentals 

This course is designed for students to acquire a knowledge 
of music fundamentals, and music skills relative to melody, 
note reading, harmony, theory, sight reading and note read- 
ing.

Chorus 


Chorus is an all college activitv. Students meet everv Mon- 
dav for an hour, as a group under the direction of the Music 
Instructor. Singing, listening, directing and creating are all 
a part of chorus. Participation is required of all students. 


Child Growth and Development 


The physical, social, emotional, and mental growth and de- 
plena of the whole child as a basis for understanding 
is needs. 


Penmanship 


A comprehensive coverage of the types of writing used in 
the elementary grades. Includes manuscript lettering, pri- 
mary and adult cursive writing, chart work, chalk board 
practice, and the construction of bulletin board lettering. 
Zaner-Bloser certificate is required for graduation. 


Physical Education, Plays and Games 

Rhythms, games, team work direction, and the teaching of 
play activities and games suitable for elementary school 
children. 


FRESHMAN YEAR — SECOND SEMESTER 


Art 

Fundamental principles of art and simple techniques in the 
several media, art appreciation, and the teaching of art in 
the elementary school. 


English Composition—Advanced 
Continuation of English 113. 


Economic Geographv 

Relation of the phvsical factors of environment and of eco- 
nomie conditions to the produetive occupations and their 
geographic distribution. Emphasis is on the human side of 
geographv. Studv of population, settlement patterns, agri- 
culture, mining, trade, and transportation. Map work in- 
cludes major lines of transport, population distribution, and 
map reading including location bv latitude and longitude. 


Mathematics Methods 

Methods of teaching arithmetic in the elementary school. 
Emphasis on the teaching for understanding and on the 
structure in arithmetic. Includes curriculum studies, meas- 
urement and diagnosis, and various forms of teaching aids. 
An examination of textbooks from various publishers, prac- 
tice in preparing and teaching lessons which develop specific 
concepts in arithmetic.

Observation and Practice Teaching 

Includes a program of observation of skilled teachers befor 
entering upon actual practice. Some observation is done il 
area schools in the counties. During the second semestei 
students teach in the laboratorv school and also two week: 
in area schools. 


SOPHOMORE XEAR — FIRST SEMESTER 


Biologv 

A survev of plant and animal life, food getting, growth, re- 
production, adaptations, inter-relationships, and distribu- 
tion. One hour per week of laboratorv work is required in 
this course. 


Conservation 

Basic elements of the conservation of the soil, water, miner- 
als, wildlife, forests, and scenic beauty; the place and need 
of conservation in the present economy, and the teaching of 
conservation in the elementary school. Includes field trips. 


English—Children’s Literature 

The history of the development of literature for children, a 
study of the various types of literature, authors, children's 
books, and children's interests and tastes in reading. 


American History 

A survey of American History including European back- 
ground, settlements and colonization, American Revolution, 
Independence, The United States Constitution, westward 
expansion, nationalism, the crisis of the Civil War and its 
results. 


Introduction to Psychology 

Physical and behavorial development in man. Includes mo- 
tivation, emotion, frustration and reactions, mental health, 
learning, memory, development of thought processes upon 
language, sensory preception, intelligence and appitudes and 
their measurement, and personality. 


Practice Teaching 

Includes practice teaching in the college Laboratory School 
as well as two weeks of observation and practice in area 
schools in the counties. 


Music 

Teaches students the methodology of teaching music in the 
elementary schools, singing, listening, playing, movement 
and creative activities which are taught. Preparation of 
musical programs.

SOPHOMORE YEAR — SECOND SEMESTER 


Elementary Science 

A survey of the physical science, meteorology, geology, as- 
tronomy, matter, energy, heat, light, magnetism, electricity, 
simple machines, basic principles involved in the under- 
standing and teaching of elementary science. 


School Management 

Study of school management and organization, school build- 
ing construction, furniture and equipment, choosing texts 
and library books, playground planning, school lunch pro- 
gram, teacher relations in the community, school boards, 
parent-teacher conferences, reports, finances, certification, 
teacher ethics, applying for positions. 


English—American Literature 

A study of the terminology of literature and the develop- 
ment of American Literature from Colonial days to the 
present. Includes the reading and interpretation of represen- 
tative selections of various types of literature for each period 
and a study of some of the outstanding contemporary 
writers. 


Health and Safety 

Physical, mental, and emotional health and their application 
to the total school program. Safety practices in home, school, 
industry and recreational activities. 


American History 

A course designed to acquaint students with the political, 
social, and economic history of the U.S. from 1865 to the 
present time. It includes the Industrial Revolution, changes 
in social and economic life, period of Imperialism, World 
Wars I and II periods, Korean War, the Cold War, and cur- 
rent events up through the present. 


Practice Teaching 

Includes practice teaching in the college Laboratory School 
and four weeks in area schools, with cooperating teachers. 
Introduction to Sociology 


Characteristics of human group life and means of control, 
analysis of factors associated with development of human 
group life and man's social environment, structure of social 
environment of the community and its influence upon in- 
dividual's behavior. 

Cooperatives 

History of cooperatives, organization and functioning of 
producers, marketing and consumers, legislation affecting 
cooperatives, and methods of teaching. Study of present day 
cooperatives, their objectives and functions.
